Under 37 C.F.R. §§ 1.56 and L97(b), Applicants bring to the attention of the 
Examiner the documents listed on the attached SB08. This Information Disclosure Statement 
is being filed on the filing date of the above-referenced application. 

Copies of the listed documents A1-A15 were previously submitted in a prior 
application no. 09/514,245, filed February 28, 2000, upon which Applicants rely for the 
benefits of 35 U.S.C. § 120. Applicants respectfully request that the Examiner consider the 
listed documents and indicate that they were considered by making appropriate notations on 
the attached form. 

The NCBI sequence revision history (A 15) of the nucleotide sequence disclosed in 
Hamel et al., GenBank accession No. AF027217, indicates that the AF027217 sequence was 
first seen at NCBI on December 17, 1997, which is earlier than the publication date of Hamel 
et al,, Jime 1998 (A4). Thus, Applicants submit a copy of GenBank information on the 
AF027217 (A 14) and the NCBI sequence revision history for the Examiner's further 
consideration. 
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All of the documents are in English, except A4, which has an English language 
abstract, and is believed to be a counterpart of A3. 

Applicants respectfully request that any listed document be considered by the 
Examiner and be made of record in the present application and that an initialed copy of Form 
PTO 1449 be returned in accordance with MPEP § 609. 

Applicants also direct the PTO to the Search Report of PCT/FR98/02634, which 
report was submitted in the *245 parent application. Applicants direct the PTO to the French 
Search Report of FR97/15396, which report was submitted in the '245 parent application. 

Applicants bring to the attention of the Examiner U.S. Application No. 10/409,613 
filed April 9, 2003 and U.S. Application No. 10/637,01 1, filed August 8, 2003. These 
applications are siblings of the present application and have priority through the same *245 
parent application as the present application. In other words, these applications are the same 
in most respects (specification, oath, drawings, etc.), but they differ in their claims.
